Important event 
happens at GW

Faced Heavy Competition 

Something happened on campus 
today, according to people who were 
there. 

"Something happened," one 
source said. 

"Uh, yeah," another source said. 
"It was something big." 

No one at the scene could con- 
firm exactly what happened, but one 
University administrator, who spoke 
on the condition of anonymity, said 
he expects the event will both cost a 
lot of money and screw students. 

"I can guarantee you that what- 
ever it was, students won't like it," 
the administrator said. "In fact, I 
think it will probably generate a lot 
of stories and opinion pieces in cam- 
pus media." 

But although he predicted heated 
student reaction to the incident, the 
administrator said he expects GW 
officials to ignore all student 
demands that the event be 
explained. He also said he expects 
administrators to disregard student 
requests for more input in similar 
events in the future. 

Student Association President 
"X" said the organization is mobiliz- 
ing in an effort to combat the after- 


math of today's happenings. 

"Whatever happened is a definite 
blow to students," "X" said. "I will 
fight with all of the power I have - 
negligible though it is - to make 
things right by students. 

"We are planning a boycott of the 
place where the event happened, 
and we will begin handing out palm 
cards with the details as soon as we 
find out what happened," he said. 

When asked exactly what hap- 
pened, "X" said he didn't know, but 
said the SA will advocate that stu- 
dent leaders meet with GW adminis- 
trators to find out. 

A grassroots student organiza- 
tion, Student Protesters Advocating 
Your Interests Today (SPAYIT), is 
forming to ensure that student 
demands are met if similar circum- 
stances arise again. 

Wasted Labor, SPAYIT coordina- 
tor and former SA EVP candidate, 
said he has been unable to confirm 
what happened today, but he has 
heard rumors that the event will 
destroy student life. 

"I heard it's bad, very bad," 
Labor said. "But I'm looking at creat- 
ing some sort of a discount card so 
students will feel that even if some- 
thing like this happens again, they 
can save money in the process."

In the Smutlight 



Mariana Velasquez 

Grateful J Street employee thanks Trachtenberg for life in the States 


Mariarra Velasquez (name changed at 
administration's request) was just 15 years 
old when her parents' tranquil farm in El 
Salvador was sacked and burned by guerril- 
la forces. 

Her patents and younger brothers dead, 
Velasquez sat weeping in the charred ruitrs. 

"I prayed for salvation," she remembers. 
"And when 1 looked up, there he was. I have 
never forgotten the happy gleam in his 
eyes." 

Velasquez's savior in pinstripes was none 
other than Stephen Joel Trachtenberg. 

Trachtenberg had ventured to Central 
America in search of cheap labor. The idea 
struck him, he said, after watching a 60 
Minutes report on deplorable working condi- 
tions of migrant farm workers. 

"I thought to myself, 'If Californians can 
do it, so can we,' ^ Trachtenberg chuckled. 
"We at George Washington try to think pro- 
gressively." 

Although he usually avoids venturing 
beyond the grounds of his palatial residence 
in Northwest Washington, Trachtenberg said 
he did not trust any of his underlings to 
select destitute workers. 

"Besides, everyone around here talks too 
damn much," he explained. "The last thing 
this joint needs is any more bad press. So I 
made a little exception to my rule against 
those hot Third World countries." 

Because Velasquez did not speak a word 
of English, Trachtenberg says he was forced 
to explain the terms of her contract in sign 
language. 

"I did not really understand what he 
meant," Velasquez says. "1 thought he told 
me that if I came to the North I would live in 
a house made of gold and have people come 
to wash my hair.'” 

Not quite. But Velasquez has done well 


for herself since Trachtenberg smuggled her 
into the States in the belly of his private jet. 

Trachtenberg put her right to work in the 
J Street kitchens. Velasquez gets hot after 14- 
hour shifts among the ovens and dishwash- 
ers, she says. 

"But next year, when I look a little older, 
they said I can work in the front, where the 
students can see me," she exclaims. "That 
will be good." 

Trachtenberg, listening to his prot6g6, 
laughs. "That's right, Mariana," he pats her 
hand. "No need to raise any alarm among 
those politically correct labor folks." 

Velasquez looks puzzled. "What?" 

"Nothing," Trachtenberg replies. 

When Velasquez is promoted next year, 
her salary will go up 25 cents an hour. 

"I will be making $1.75 then for every 
hour of work," Velasquez announces proud- 
ly- 

"Oh," Trachtenberg interjects. "I thought 
you only made $1.00 now." 

"No," Velasquez tells him. "That man - 
what's his name - Chairnack. He raised it 
last year." 

"We'll see about that," Trachtenberg mut- 
ters. "You see what I deal with? How am I 
supposed to run a corporation with all these 
big spenders throwing money around like it 

f rows on trees? What will I do when Marion 
arry gets here?" 

Velasquez, meanwhile, is pulling a 
sweater over her shoulders. She has to get 
back to the parking garage basement. 'llie 
four cement rooms she shares with the other 
200 illegal immigrants will soon be locked 
down for the night. 

Those who miss curfew must sleep on the 
streets, she explains. If the police question 
them, they are to deny any knowledge of 
George Washington University. 


Kandy Hertzblaum 

Kappa Smacka Slut president gets profound 


Running around organizing her sorority 
isn't easy on senior Kandy Hertzblaum. 
Especially in three-inch heels. 

But Hertzblaum braves blisters and bad 
hair days. As president and founder of Kappa 
Smacka Slut, she can barely catch her breath, 
let alone take a day off . (even when D.C.'s 
intense humidity threatens to frizz her mane). 

"As the president, I have to set a good 
example, and a lot of the like you know, um, 
organizational, um, responsibilities are like 
my problem," Hertzblaum explains.

Besides the fashion problems in Thurston, 
Hertzblaum said she was also distressed by 
the cultural deficiencies of her fellow stu- 
dents. 

"They were like total rubes or something," 
she shudders. "I was like, 'hello, have you 
ever heard of Tiffany's?' and they'd be all 
'huh?' " 

Worst of all, Hertzbaum said, was her roo- 
mate. 

"She was from like Idaho or Ohio - one of 
those places," she recalls. "And she like had 


this nosering and she used to like go out with 
guys that I mean she could never marry or 
anything - sometimes they weren't even like 
white." 

Hertzbaum needed to find her niche, she 
says. After a few hysterical phone calls to 
Mom and Dad, Hertzbaum convinced her par- 
ents to contribute to the cause of preserving 
their daughter's social life. 

"I mean, personally you know I don't have 
any money of my own," Hertzbaum said. 
"But my parents understand like how impor- 
tant it is for me to be seen with the right peo- 
ple. How else can I go out and seriously 
expect to meet the kind of man I could bring 
home? So like with that in mind they funded 
the sorority. My mom's like an honorary mem- 
ber or something." 

Ironically, Hertzbaum said men are the 
base for the sisterhood she founded. KSS does 
mixers with fraternities and athletic teams. 

"Of course, that's to make sure that we are 
consistently meeting the men who are going 
someplace with their lives," Hertzbaum 
explained. "I don't need the degree - I need 
the ring. That's what I tell my girls." 

Hanging out with other Jewish girls from 
the northeast corner of the' country also 
increases visibility, Hertzbaum said. 

"This way, say you're like a Jewish guy, 
pre-med or maybe pre-law," she explained. 
"You know exactly where you can find the 
girls to match your position. Kappa Smacka 
Slut has members from the tri-state area, as 
well Connecticut, Massachusetts and one girl 
from Maryland. But all of us favor 
Wonderbras, brown lipsticks and lots of black.

S&M EVP-elect Takin' Surveys 
said the administration has been try- 
ing to place an earpiece in him since 
his victory, but he has escaped. 

"I gave out 5,000 surveys about 
earpieces and got five back," he said. 
"The overwhelming majority wanted 
no earpieces on student leaders. So I 
wrote a memo." 

Chetkinass said Carrying Pot has 
been wearing the earpiece for a 
while, and has been using it to 
manipulate students through 
Colonial Inauguration. 

"You didn't think students would 
say nice things about GW on their 
own, do you?" he said.

Meets Brother at Friday’s 


Student Manipulation President 
Komingupand 'Q' Gulpendown 
forced a work study student to shave 
his neck, according to secretly- 
recorded audio tapes obtained by 
The GWobe. 

In the tapes, work study Moaning 
Loudly describes the strange rela- 
tionship she had with Gulpendown. 

"He led me into his office 
and said he needed my help 
with something.

Loudly says on the tape she was 
proud to do her part for her 
University, and that she would never 
tell of their relationship. 

"If anyone asks. I'll just lie," she 
said. "Who would believe it any- 
way?" 

Gulpendown denied the charges. 

"I use Nair," he said. 

Loudly says on the tapes that she 
is obsessed with Gulpendown, and 
has kept a dress stained^ with his 
shaving cream. 

The account was taped by Rat- 
trick McAnus, a former presidential 
candidate. McAnus befriended 
Loudly but began taping the conver- 
sations when she started describing 
the neck-shaving activity. 

Loudly has been hiding from the 
media inside the Safeway at the 
Watergate. She was recently promot- 
ed to vice president for presidential 
maintenance. 

Her lawyer, Billy Gimmemoney, 
is hiding inside Rice Hall, pretending 
to be president of GW. 

McAnus gave the tapes to The 
GWobe during the S&M. presidential 
runoffs, in an attempt to win votes 
and not lose pathetically. The plan 
backfired. 

"Who knew so many people 
hated me and would vote for 
Carrying Pot," he said. 

McAnus said he sympathized

Grassroots groups are uniting 
across campus to change the location 
of Commencement this May. 
Students are asking that graduation 
be held at the MCI Center as El Nino 
threatens to bring lightening storms, 
hurricanes and tornadoes to the East 
Coast in May. 

Members of the Student 
Cornmittee Against El Nino and 
Graduation on the Ellipse 
(SCAENGE) said the administration 
must cancel its plans for graduation 
on the Ellipse because they fear dying 
in El Nino-related natural disasters. 

The current activism was spurred 
by news reports that California has 
been engulfed by the Pacific Ocean 
during a recent wave of storms. The 
weather front will hit the 
Washington, D.C. area by mid-May, 
according to the National Weather 
Service. 

At a recent SA town hall meeting, 
students voiced their opinions to the 
administration and Board of 
Trustees members, who had to be 
kept awake by periodical lashes of 
whips by lame duck SA President 
Muyokar "Y" Gulpyourfood.

When 
the president was informed that 
Andre was dead, Trachtenburgh 
replied, "Well, doesn't that suck."

GW baseball team
